Imflectcd from some cause, turned about and 
chose iiozoini Alien in his place. 
The macia- 


rates constituting iho Council were unwiHine 
o accept Allen, yet unwilling also to act dl- 
ectly against the expressed will of tho town, 
and ordered tho parties to the controversy to 
remain us they wen- until the next General 
Court. Jim the people of Hingliam, who were 
hot and entirely indisposed to accept such cau- 
tionary advice, proceeded to train under Allen, 
anil did their best to excommunicate Earo.es— 
for town and church were not slow to mix 
their quarrels. Eames, on his part, Imd rc- 
oonise to the magistrate, and laid tlm case be- 
fore fnur of them, among whom was Winihron, 
then Deputy-Governor. The magistratci sum- 
moned some, of iho Allen party, and bound 
them over to keep the peace lill the unxt Gen- 
eral Court. 
Afterward olhcrs were summoned 


and came before Wintlirop alone, and refused 
to submit to the requisition of the maginliates 
though " the Deputy labored to let ihcm see 
ihcir e.rror, and give them time to consider of 
It. 
fourteen days after, in open court, Wln- 


throp, seeing two of them iu court for auothi r 
cause, again required them lo enter bonds for 
their appearance, and upon a second refusal 
commiiied them in thai open court. The ac- 
tion produced a great commotion, and a peti- 
tion was nut up by tho aggrieved parties lo the 
Oeneral Court, asking that, their cause should 
he heard, inasmuch as they had suhVred for 
liberty's sake at the hands of cuitaln magi'- 
trates.

'•at Polity. One passage only we may quote, 
but its accents fall upon our ears as the last 
and finest expression of the human mind in 
dealing with the great subject contain':.] In the 
words: 


"For the other point concerning liberty, I 


observe a great mistake in the country about 
that. There is a twofold liberty, natural (f 
mean as our nature is now corrupl), and civil 
or federal. The first is common to man with 
beasts and other creatures. By this, man, as 
he stands in relation to man simply, hath liber- 
ty to do what he lists : it is a liberty to evil as 
well as to good. This liberty is incompatible 
and inconsistent with authority, and can not 
endure the least restraint of the most just au- 
thority. The exercise and maintaining of this 
liberty makes men grow more evil, and in tim* 
to be worsn than brute beasts—omncs strains 
iiccntia ticterioret. This is that great enemy 
of until and peace—that wild beast, which all 
the ordinances of God arc bent against to rc- 
mraln and subdue it. The other kind of lib- 
erty I call civil or federal; it may also be 
termed moral in reference to the covenant be- 
tween God and man in the moral law, and the 
politic covenants and constitutions among men 
themselves. 
This liberty is the proporend anil 


object of authority, and can riot subsist with- 
out it; and It is a liberty to that only which Is 
good, just, and honest. This liberty you are 
to stand for, with iho hazard (not only of your 
goods, but ) of your lives, if need be. What- 
soever crosses this is not authority, but a dis- 
temper thereof. This liberty is maintained and 
ixerciscd in a way of subjection to authority; 
t is of the same kind of liberty wherewith 
Christ has made us free."

Mr. Bank's eiibrt being 
exceedingly lengthy nnd flowery, while the 
prosecution having Ihe tacts on their side, made 
a clear lorcible statement of the matter as 
shown by the evidence presented and rested 
their case there. The Judge summed up the 
evidence and charged the jury in a manner 
which led every one to suppose that they would 
either disagree, or return a verdict of not guilty, 
but after retiring for about ten minutes they 
gave an unanimous veidict of guilty, after 
alter which the Judge sentenced the prisoner to 
sing a song.

I'line ? Pby&iok^ists liave long ago aerecJ lhat 
!he inordinate e\crcise of one set of niuscles 
invariably results in the impoverishment ol'tli 
oil responding s."-, E.nd it is quilo as j«>sbibl 
in the mind as in the body, by excessive exer- 
cise to strengthen one sci at (acuities to the 
pel luanent weakness aud Injury of the othuis. 
-S'or can it be denied lhat the iiievaillng par- 
tiality for scientific and mechanic.il pursuits, 
by keeping imagination out in tho cnlii. Ims had 
the eflbcl of making our more recont advance.1, 
rather a one-IcggMl prociss. By exclusive at- 
tention to the education of the emotional side 
of a man's natuio, you will no doubt succeed 
in dealing such a milksop as shall hardly sup- 
ply libre enough t'.ir thu hero of a penny novel ; 
bnl, on the othei hand, by an equally exclusive 
cultivation of the rationalistic side, you will de- 
velop something quite as weak, and as danger- 
ous, aud a good deal more intolerable. To 
look strongly at anything with one eye, it is 
natural to close tlio other, and so with reason's 
'•ye riveted, one need not he surprised to tlnd 
the eye of imagination shut.

The forgotten thing 
Hut under the i.amu of Kiuot ion was allowed 
to fall asleep as q'liet as a lamb—I ho busy wor- 
shippers of Reason taking no note of the fact- 
awakens one day with a cuanged name and a 
changed natuie. It is now a lion. Spurned 
Kraotion has growned to rage, an ea«y transl- 
1 iiMi. Renewed l>y his sleep", the lion rises up 
uud scowls around him, rushes into society 
•with Ins tail in thr air, inaugurates a Kefcsn of 
Terror, and reas-erts the sovereignty of the 
brute. When the mad fit has gone, and tho 
IMIB arrears to the heart have been paid for in 
Mood, cash down, society sits down again 
clothed and in its right mind. The Sisyphus 
»f civilization finds himself again al (lie foot of 
the hill, glad to a.vept a philosophy lhat, ifless 
iiigh-sonuding and pretentious, is at least a 
good deal more human.— Cornhil! Marianne.
